God can an d does 
sav e men an d women withou t an y 
seemin g con n ection with places of es­ 
tablished worship, bu t he appears to 
most people at su ch places. The v ery 
fact that he has established an d su s­ 
tain s chu rches here an d there is an 
u rgen t call to all men an d women to 
place themselv es in the way of salv a­ 
tion . 
While n o on e can sav e himself, 
y et all can pu t themselv es in the way 
of salv ation by atten din g chu rch, read­ 
in g the Bible, etc. 
2. Listen in g to the preachin g of the 
Word of God (v v . 13, 14). 
Pau l took adv an tage of the oppor­ 
tu n ity which was giv en him by the 
assemblage of this grou p of dev oted 
women to preach Christ to them.

3. Her heart was open ed by the 
Lord (v .

The in div idu al may - place himself 
In the way of salv ation by comin g 
n ear to the mean s of grace, an d the 
preacher may preach the Word of God, 
hu t there is n o hope of salv ation u n til 
the heart is open ed by the Lord (John 
6 :44, 45). 
While the salv ation of

Th,» speaker traced the histo ry o f 
the United States fro m the ‘Rev o lu­ 
tio nary perio d to the present time, 
relating the attitude o f the go v ern­ 
ment in preparing fo r war.

clo se o f each war perio d in which the 
States hav e had a part, was fo llo w­ 
ed up b y a lull in the gro wth o f the 
army and nav y , simply b ecause, the 
speaker declared, “we nev er prepared 
in time o f peace, fo r war.”

wars; the 
seco nd at the time o f Christ and the 
third at the inauguratio n o f Presi­ 
dent 
Wo o dro w Wilso n. 
Fo r thi- 
reaso n, Mr. Hawley stated, prepar­ 
atio ns fo r w-ar sho uld go o n at all 
times, so that when w ar co mes we 
may b e ready to take o ur part. 
Ano ther stirring address 
o f the 
afterno o n was made b y Judge J. A. 
Co x o f Cro thersv ille, at which time 
the serv ice flags fo r the Bro ther­ 
ho o ds o f Lo co mo tiv e 
Firemen 
and 


Engineers were dedicated. 
The ser­ 
v ice flags, 
which to gether 
numb er 
mo re than fifty stars, were hung o v er 
the platfo rm and to these Judge Co x 
referred thro ugho ut his talk, calling: ! 
attentio n to the no b le respo nse o f the 
Bro therho o ds, in the call o f the co un­ 
try . 
The o ne flag hearing a ¿o ld star 
in co mmemo ratio n o f a memb er o f 
the Bro therho o d who

ring, the magna eharta, lay ing do wn 
their claims as citizens o f a go v ern­ 
ment, w> will no t lo o se in this great 
cattle to day . 
The Pilgrim fathers 
aid the first sto nes to the fo undatio n 
o f o ur present day demo cracy , when 
they left 
their 
ho me 
sho res 
and 
o ught the new America where they 
might liv e, and wo rship acco rding to 
the dictates o f their hearts. 
Judge Co x co ntinued to trace the 
listo rv o f each o f the wars affecting 
the American peo ple, po inting 
o ut 
that w> to o k an activ e stand o nly 
when we so ught ho no r and righteo us­ 
ness. 
“A natio n so co nceiv ed and 
o dedicated shall stand as lo ng as 
there is a red b lo o ded American o n 
the co ntinent," he declared. 
In co nclusio n, Judge Co x spo ke o f 
the American so ldier and his lo v e fo r 
lis ho me and fam ily while he i- 
near the b attle fro nt. 
These so ldiers 
think -o f the ho me where they enjo y ed 
Yeedo m and where they will enjo y 
reedo m when they return. 
Kno w- 
ng this the men and wo men who re: 
main at ho me ar^ stirred with pa­ 
trio tism and “patrio tism", declared 
the speaker “is the greatest right o f 
man. 
Patrio tism no t as a pas-io n 
which makes us assail o ur faith in 
o ur go v ernment during the time o f 
war, b ut a patrio tism which fills o ur 
learts with an inspiratio n to actio n 
in times o f peace as well as war."

speaker declared.

The m atter of feeding a family of 
eig ht on an allowance of ten dollars 
n week introduces a p roblem which 
m ost of us would say was im p ossi­ 
ble to solv e at the p resent time. Just 
now, when we should ex p ert g arden 
p ro ducts to be p ut on the market 
ahd the m a tter of our liv ing ex p enses 
a le» s difficult affair, we find that 
with the new v arieties before us, the 
cost of liv ing continues to soar. Ju-t 
such a p roblem confronted a neig h­ 
bo r v*f mine sev eral months ag o« and 
by manag ing tir^t one way and a n ­ 
o th er she contriv ed to set a fairly 
a ttra c tiv e table. 
But sev eral weeks 
ctg o she declared she found the p rob­ 
lem e 'e n more difficult than ev er. 
Tht m atter o f cooking a wholesome, 
economical and attractiv e meal is a 
g reat big p roblem just now, but the 
m a tte r of p leasing eig ht different a p ­ 
p etites is ev en big g er. 
So there cam e a tune when this 
w om an reached the state when she 
» ■» imp ly could not seem to m anag e 
h er affairs to m ake “ both ends meet,’, 
and with the canning season coming 
on, the ex p ense wa- 
ev en 
g reater 
than ev er. 
“J u-t what i- to be done, 
1 don’t know,” ¡>he comp lained to me 
one afternoon when we were discuss­ 
ing our household 
p roblems, and 
much as 1 should hav e liked to help , 
I hadn’t a sug g estion to offer. 
We 
discussed the m eat question esp e­ 
cially « for her husband, who is a 
hard-w orking man, felt that he must 
hav e meat at least twice a day . 
She 
h a s abolished serv ing meat at break­ 
fa s t since the outbreak of the war, 
and as the Hoov er card in her win­ 
dow indicated, she was also recog ­ 
nizing some entirely 
meatless day s 
as well as wlieafless. 
Finally 
we 
decided 
on a p lan 
which we thoug ht mig ht work v ery 
well. 
We would do it tog ether, and 
tog ether follow it up and studv the 
results. 
We would write to the horn? 
economics dep artm ent of tin* Ladies’ 
Home Journal, the Hood Housekeep ­ 
ing , W om an’s Horne Comp anion or 
any other current 
woman’s m a g a ­ 
zine, ex p lain our ca se and ask them 
to help us. 
Finally we p enned the 
following letter:

“I hav e a table allowance o f $10.00 
a week with a family of eig ht to p ro ­ 
v ide for. 
My husband is used to a 
m eat diet, but with the p resent hig h 
cost of ev ery thing I find it almost 
imp ossible to p rov ide the table as we 
hav e been accustom ed without run ­ 
ning ov er my 
allowance. 
Can y ou 
g iv e me any sug g estions which will 
■enable me to keep within the amount 
1 hav e to sp end, y et set an attractiv e 
table and 
p rov ide 
nutritious 
and 
wholesome fo o d? ” 
Jn just a few 
day s 
the answ er 
reached us and was a p ractical sug ­ 
g estion from a colleg e home econom­ 
ie s instructor who said she believ ed 
*» he would be able to assist us with a 


sug g estion o r two. 
“Mv D ear Mrs. — 
Her letter said: 


“ Your p roblem is a difficult one. 
but 1 think I can help y ou to make 
\o ur $10.00 
allowance sufficient to 
p rov ide for a family of eig ht. 
“ I sup p ose y ou already realize the 
v alue of economy in 
small 
thing s, 
and the wi>dom of buy ing g roceries 
p otatoes, ap p les, etc. 
in 
quantity . 
For desserts dried fruits are inv alu­ 
able; most of them are inex p ensiv e 
and are better cooked without sug ar. 
For lunch and occasionally fo r din­ 
ner too, >oup s are both economical 
and satisfy ing . 
Cocoa is also to be 
recommended.

a- a drink, g ood for children a t ail 
tunes.

which is the most difficult for most

You " ill g et abundant 
help from tin* butcher him self if y ou 
trouble to a -k him. The trouble with 
most women is that they attem p t the

ted from the diet* other foods con­ 
taining like p rop erties m ust be sub­ 
stituted. 
F o r such foods y ou 
will

The 
g ov ernment will nl-o sup p ly y ou with 
bulletins on tin* p rep aration of meat 
if y ou will but ask for them .’”

v ery carefully and hav e 
found

solution to our household p roblems. 
The v isit to our butcher and g rocer 
p rov ed

and both

adv ice 
they g av e 
us 
in 
the 
m atter 
of 
buy ing . 
Lately they hav e ev en 
g one so far 
as to 
call 
us 
on the 
telep hone 
and recommend a certain article they 
may hav e on hands, which of course 
is economical and "ill m ake a p ala­ 
table dish. 
Without their help we 
are not sure just what we would do 
for we hav e come to accep t their 
sug g estions 
without 
question. 
At 
1 a 1 we hav e discov ered th a t p lan­ 
ning and co o king three meals a day 
for sev en day s each week, is much 
more of a p leasure than the g rue­ 
some task it once was.
